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Council, 
Deans 
debate 



This afternoon at 5 pm an 
•open discussion between Deans, 
Vice-Principals -and Student Coun- 
cillors will take place in tlie Union 
Ballroom. This is the first open 
gathering of its kind in the recent 
histoiy of McGill. The original 
suggestion for the meeting was 
njade by Principal and ViceChan- 
cellor H. Rocke Robertson about 
ten days ago to Robert Hajaly, ■ 
"President of the Students' Socie- 
ty. After discussion with mem- 
bers of council the idea of the 
meeting was approved, with the 
proviso that it be held hi public. 
This was acceptable to the Erin:' 
cipal and the date was set early 
Uusweek. 

There will be no concrete agen- 
da for the meeting; the reason for 
the meeting is to provide an op- 
portunity for all present to "dis- 
cuss common problems", and is 
designed to air grievances. In- 
ternal Vice-President Peter Fos- 
ter feels that the meeting will be 
a "worthwhile thing. It will pre- 
vent differences based on mis- 
understanding from arishig. Our 
differences in future should be ■ 
substantive ones". . ' 

Although each of , tbejexecutive 
members :have^CT«»lMiiestions 
they wiU^ra]se7at|ml^eting, 
no johit plan has beSm^mnïùp. > 
Although Hajaly, HynuSfind'FosP 
ter all feel that the meeting will 
be beneficial they hesitated to 
make an^ prediction about this 
type of dialogue becoming a con- 
tlnuuig affair. ' 

Although, the number of Deans 
who will attend the meeting is 
still indefinite it is eiq)ected that 
a majority will be present Vice- 
Principal (Academic) Oliver and 
Vice-Principal (Development) 
Winkler will also be present with 
Dr. Robertson. 

One of the major questions 
bound to arise at such a meeting 
will concern the recent decision 
by Senate (ratified by the Board 
_of Governors) to include eight 
students on Senate. 

In takuig this step Senate also 
hicluded certahi conditions of eli- 
gibility for student senators. 

Last Thursday Council reject- 
ed the idea that Senate should set 
standards for student senators. 
Conditions on eligibiUty if any, . 
should be set by Council.

3) engage in I^'''action as a 
body such as being able to sue or 
negotiate any legal contracts.

Students' Society President 
Robert Hajaly, who as Enginee-

Faced with the third Daily 
crisis hi as many years, Hajaly 
feels incorporation of the So- 
ciety will give students greater 
legal strength against interven- 
tion by the Administration hi 
future Daily disputes. 

"Previously the Administra- 
tion hitervened because they felt 
they were lepily responsible and 
that Council could not handle the 
problem quickly enough. Now, 
however, (Jouncil is legally liable 
and in the upcoming Council 
meeting I will present a motion 
that will give .(Council regular- 
ized procedures to effectively 
deal with such matters. This 
would effectively end any legal 
basis the 'Administration mi^t 
have for intervening," Hajaly 
said. 

Incorporation will facilitate 
legal proceeding on the part 
of the Society. Previously Coun- 
cil had to hire.a:lawyer and go 
to court under the name of a 
person in the Students' Society. 
How the Society is able to sue 
as a body with the advantage 
that no officer will be legally 
liable for actions he takes on 
bdialf of the Society. 

The entire incorporation pro- 
ceedings took only a month and 
a half-it was initially proposed 
by the ExccuUve to the Council 
meeUng in Summer Committee- 
and on September 19th the 
Society was notified that it was 
officially incorporated retroac- 
tive to the 8th of the month. 
Hajaly felt that the lawyer hired 
by the Society, M. Jean Pierre 
Mongeau, had done an excellent 
job in keeping the Society from 
becoming entangled in legal 
red tape such as ,.,that;^, experi- 
enced at the Unlvérsitéide Mont- 
réal where incorpioration pro- 
cedures have taken over a year. 



mates that Senate meetings 
would opened in about a 
month.

The most drastic changes 
will l>e in the composition of 
Senate, whose . membership 
will be increased from 38 tO;

will alone have 14 members. 

Hie composition of the Board 
golpovemois itself will undergo, 
'afniajor revision. Five*mSni' 
bers will be elected by and 
from the University Senate for 
three-year staggered terms. 
Student senators will be elia- 
ble. 

^^In^addition, 24 othw»(35v5 
emors will be elected for stag- 
gered five-year terms under 
a general directive that no- 
minees will be representatives 
of the various parts of the 
community which the Univer- 
sity serves, "such as agencies 
of government, research, the 
professions, business, labour, 
and the Arts." 

Hie number of Governors 
will remain the same as pro- 
vided for in the present Sta- 
tutes, a total of 36. 

The committee which for- 
mulated the reconunendations 
was created in April, 1966, to 
study the Duf f-Berdhal . 
port on University Govari- 
ment in Canada and to make 
reconunendations on its find- 
ings.

Even at McGill there has been a 
change in attitude since the uproar 
last November. When the Joint Com- 
mittee presented its original report it 
called for only three student Senators, 
but there will be dght according to the 
revised reconunendations.

The Principal's decision to reconsid- 
er the stipulations regarding the method 
of selection of studàit Senators was 
made after last week's Council meet- 
ing when Council made it clear that only 
students would decide how to choose 
then: Senators. 

There is much still to be done to 
give students the share they deserve in 
the decision maldng process around this 
University and it should be evident now 
that it takes a strong student voice to 
force University action. 



With the Board of Goverriore^fdeci- 
sion yesterday McGilPis puttmg itself 
on the road to progress. But the game 
is not over. Eight votes out of 62 does 
not amount to the tripartite represen- 
tation demanded last year. We must 
take advantage of the momentum creat- 
ed by these recommendations and con- 
tinue to prove that we are capable of 
playing an equal role m running the 
Umversity, and we must continue to 
show that we want that equal share.

These recommendatloris,' resulting from the joint meeting of 
Senate and the Board of Governors of September 9, 1968, were present- 
ed to the Board after adoption by Senate. 



It is recommended that the Board of Governors 
consistof: - .

It is necessary at this point to niâKé 
it clear that it is the Committee's inten- 
tion to broaden the basis of the elector- 
ate as well as the pool of staff from 
which Senate members may be chosen, 



and in particular to provide enlarged op- 
portunities for staff both to vote and to 
stand for office. For these reasons the 
Committee recommends that full-time 
teaching staff with the rank of Assistant 
Professor and higher will have the right 
to vote and to stand for such office. 

This recomniendation is in implic- 
it conflict with the present statutory 
provisions for the membership of Fac- 
ulties, provisions which in the view of 
the Committee no longer reflect the 
wishes of the majority of staff of all 
ranks. The Committee, therefore, fur- 
ther recommends that each full-time 
Assistant Professor shall be a member 
of the appropriate Faculty. 

It is recommended that meetings of 
the Senate and the Board of Governors 
should be open, except wh en >c onfiden tial 
matters, as deternimed llMËSSB^ are 
discussed. . ^^m^r-*- 

A special Joint Committee of Gov- 
ernors and Senate be established to re- 
vise the Statutes of the University in 
accordance with these recommendations; 
to incorporate all existmg and relevant 
amendments added to the Statutes since 
they were promulgated in 1939: . and 
wherever possible to employ si;ch lan- 
guage m the revised Statutes as will in- 
dicate the changing character and spirit 
of the Umversity m the matter of its 
governance, with particular reference to 
the constructive relationship between 
staff. Senate, Governors and students 
that is now a fact of life at McGill Uni- 
versity. 

It is reconmiended that Senate and 
the Board of Governors consider estab- 
lishing a Committee with broad mem- 
bership to maintain a continuing review 

of University Government.

South Vietnamese reports 
students harassed by police

WASfflNGTON - On July 24, 
two co-eds representing the ex- 
ecutive committee of tne Saigon 
Student Union (SSU) called a press 
conference at tiie Union's qead- 
quarters to protest tlie "iddnap- 
ping" of Nguyen Truong Con, 23- 
year-old4éaitor4fOf the Sinh Vien, 
the SSU's^ofGcIial magadne. Con 
had been picked up that day by the 
police without a warrant while he 
was on his way home. 

Miss Hao said: ^'Since 1954, 
South Vietnam has voluntarily 
joined the side of freedom, and 
despite several successive gov- 
ernments' pledge to implement 
democracy, the students have not 
seen democrat anywhere." She 
warned that "by court-martialing 
Nguyen Truong Con. the govern- 
ment will collectively court-mar- 
Ual 25,000 students and 5,000 
readers of the magazine as wdl." 

The next day, a field military 
court sentenced Nguyen Truong 
Con to five years at hard labor. 
The verdict could not be appealed. 
He was accused-of "having dis- 
seminated false peace and pro- 
communist printed material 
harmful to the anti-communist 
struggle of the Vietnamese people 
and armed forces." 

The condemnation of Nguyen 
Truong Con was but one case in 
the long list of repressions by 
Thieu-Ky's military regime against 
Vietnamese who fight for peace 
and civil rights. (Truong Dinh 
Dzu, Uie runner up peace candi- 
date in the 1967 presidential elec- 
tions, was also condemned to five 
years at hard labor July 26.) 

Suffering from arbitrary mea- 
sures by their own government is 
not new to Vietnamese students. 
But in recent weeks, the arrests 
of students have reached a reg- 
ularity unmatched even by the 
1963 crackdown on the Buddhists 
and students by the late President 
Ngo Dinh Diem. Two years ago, 
during the Buddhist uprisings in

the summer of 1966, many stu- 
dents (especially those at the Uni- 
versity of Hue in Central Viet- 
nam) were imprisoned.: : . Quite 
a few joined the National' Libera- 
tion Front (NLF) just to surfàce 
again in the Tet offensive. The' 
Jet'tOffensive in early- Februaiy, 
which' brou^t the war bito the 
heart of the cities where most 
students live, the brutality of the 
U.S. militaiy operations conduct- 
ed to "save" Saigon and Hue, 
have left a trail of shock and 
despair for many who in the past 
could afford to go to school and 
forget that a few miles away, hi 
the rice fields, their countrymen 
were dying by the thousands. 

'lUe demands for peace which 
have, been the basis of . the stu- 
dent' movement grew louder. At 
the end of May, Tran Van Huong, 
previously respected for his hon- 
esty and known for his desire for 
the end of the war, was named 
Prime Minister. The presence bi 
his (Cabinet of some liberal intel- 
lectuals such as Ton That Thien 
(Minister of Information, former 
editor of the Vietnam Guardian) 
and Au Ngoc Ho (Minister of 
Economy) gave some hope to the 
students and encouraged them to 
step up their struggle. On June 
12, the Saigon Student Union, re- 
presenting 25,000 students (85% of 
the College student population in 
the country), made public a state- 
ment on the situation of the na- 
tion. Hie statement reads:

MEXICO OTY - Violence 
erupted here again Sunday and 
resulted in the death of one poli- 
ceman , and .hundreds of arrests. 
Saturdayf'evoiing, two youths and 
a policeman were killed. . 

The conflict centres on army 
seizure of the National University 
lliursday. Students have occupied 
schools;, throughout the city for 
two^moriths as part of a general 
student'strike affecting over 80,- 
000 stildents. 

The troops were sent onto the 
.strike-bound campus to head off 
threatened disruption of the 
Olympic Games next month. The 
student strike began after police 
repression of student demonstra- 
tions July 26 in support of Fidél 
Castro's Cuban regime. 

Sunday evening's violence 
occurred at seven points through- 
out the city, the most serious inci- 
dent taking place at a vocational 
school near the Foreign Ministry 
building. 

Riot police were sent into the 
area after students seized seve- 
ral buses and blocked streets 
leading into the school. When cops 
arrived, the battle began with 
throwing rocks and botUes, some 
flUed vrith gasoline, into a barrage 
of police tear gas and bullets. 
There were also isolated incidents 
of sniper fire on the police. 

Saturday's three deaths result- 
ed from sniper Are and police 
retaliation in a five hour gun bat- 
tle. Over 1,000 demonstrators
